Do not allow 
bias, on account of faculty, fraternity, or club, to run away with rea- 
son. Do not swallow all rumours without first going through an ex- 
tremely careful and investigative process of mastication. And above 
all play the game fair, play it square, so that the very best men will 
be elected and the forthcoming vacancies will be filled in the most 
fitting and the most effective manner.

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AIR FORCE TRAINING FOR MEMBERS OF THE 

C.O.T.C 

following: — 

The Department of National Defence has published the 

1. COURSE — L1 , 

A course of instruction in aeronautics to enable members 
of the CO.T.C. to qualify for commissions in the Air Force, 
will be held at Training Station of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. 

2. DURATION— 

The course will consist of three terms, each of three and 
a half to four months duration, (approximately May 1 5 th to 
September 1st) in three consecutive years. 

3 — 

To be eligible for selection a candidate must: — 
(a) Be a member of the C.O.T.C. and have per- 
formed the requisite qualifying service and passed 
the practical examination for Certificate "A" CO. 
T.C 

Be following a course of study as an under- 
graduate leading to a degree in Applied Science.. 
Be physically fit for Air Force Service as a pilot. 
Be unmarried. 

Be under twenty-one years of age upon the com- 
mencement of the course. 

Be recommended by the Military Committee of tht 
University as likely to become an efficient Air 
Force Officer. . 
Give an understanding to complete the whole 
course. 

Before attending the second term, the candidate will 
be required to be in possession of Certificate "A" CO.T.C. 

4. STATUS— 

During the period that candidate is in attendance at the 
Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station, he will be granted 
a temporary commission ae provisional pilot officer, and will 
receive pay and allowances in accordance with Pay and Allow- 
ance Regulations for the Royal Canadian Air Force. The 
proposed rates are as follows: — 

Pay During the first term $3.00 per day 

During the second term . $3.50 per day 

During the third term $4.00 per day 

Allowances — While travelling to and from the Royal 
Canadian Air Force Training Station, candidates shall receive 
a travelling allowance of $5.00 per day. 

5. MESSING — 

Candidates will be required to live in the officer's mess 
■while at the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station. The 
mess will draw a free ration on behalf of each candidate, but 
in addition, the candidate will be required to pay a mess bill 
to cover the additional cost of messing, of approximately 75 
cents per diem. 

6. QUARTERS, UNIFORM & MEDICAL ATTENTION— 

While under training, candidates will be provided with 
uniform, camp equipment and quarters. Medical and hos- 
' pital services will be provided as necessary without charge. 

7. QUALIFICATIONS— 

On completion of the course, candidates will be eligible 
for=— 

Appointment as Pilot Officer in the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force for permanent duty (the number 
of vacancies for such appointments will, in all 
probability, be very limited). 

Appointment as Pilot Officer in 'the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force for active duty twenty-eight days 
in every two years, and in emergency. 
Transfer to the reserve of officers in which case 
they will not be liable for further service, except in 
time of emergency. 
APPLICATIONS— 

Applications of legible cundidutca, with docu- 
ments and recommendations, are to be forwarded 
by District Commanders to National Defence 
Headquarters, Ottawa, not later than March I , 
1924. 
NUMBERS 

The number of candidates that will be accepted 
will depend upon the funds and facilities available. 
COMMENCEMENT 

The second term of Course number one and the 
first term of Course Number two will commence at 
the Royal Canadian Air Force Station, Camp Bor- 
den, on May 12, 1924. 

Form of Application should be obtained from the 
Orderly Room at once, and dealt with immedi- 
ately.

Socially, in a 
rather astonishing way, he Is a mail. 

"When it comes to ihe real business 
of the university, conditions are quite 
reversed. The English student goes? 
lo classes or not, as ho chooses. Term I, 
time offers many real opportunities I 
■for broadening bis interests and wid- { 
enlng lib? horizons, he vacations are 
timoa for hnrd study. He has intel- 
lectual pursuits and pursues them. 
Mentally, he is a man. 

"In America, tho student must go to 
classes regularly, must follow a cur- 
riculum rathor rigid, in the hope of 
forcing some continuity, correlation 
and concentration. Intellectually, in 
some respects, he is a hoy. 

"Wo may make attendance at clns- 
sos in tho upper years entirely option- 
al for those -who have civen' proof, not 
merely in mark*, that they have men- 
tal capacity and serious intellectual 
intereste. 'Education then will be- 
come an active affair, at least for the 
chosen few." 

An ideal university will In •/« an ef- 
fect upon tlir; students, tho president 
continued. "It tile campus is beautiful 
and well kept, if the hulldings are 
clean and wholesome, if tho entire as- 
pect of tho campus is one of o'deily 
beauty and dignity it will inevitably 
pioduco similar qualities in tho minds 
and lives of u'.'.i .tents. If :.b » student 
cccu.siona.lly t; tot conuanMy la :;ub- 
jrcteu to the influences of thoughtful, 
scholarly conversation, if daily ho seen 
beautiful pictures and hears good mu- 
sic, if every time he turns around ho 
meet» nome tm K who is really alive, 
if the campus is saturated with noble 
traditions and breathes an atmos- 
phere of sound accomplishment, if 
hero and there are silent reminders 
of the men who iiavo frequented thoKe. 
halls and gone forth to build a bet- 
ter world, if tho moment oho touches 
the campus lie is instinctively cons- 
cious of its breadth, liberality and hu- 
manity, if the whole place sounds a 
clear note of distinction, if nt one mo- 
ment there Is unmistakable) evidence 
of moral fibre and at another Hie 
warm breath of human understand- 
Ing, if scholarship and learning; are 
prized because of what they lire in 
themselves, then Iho university Is 
alive. These are Iho intangible reali- 
ties of university life. They arc Its 
life breath. Doubt less llioy muni, come 
gradually and with ago."
